Ta I was an Eye-witneſs of the 


extraordinary Behaviour of this Nobleman 
| during his Trial, I little thought to find 
that uncommon Gaiety and Jocoſeneſs accompany 
him in his laſt Moments. I was indeed too well 
acquainted with his Lordſhip to imagine he would 
ſhudder much at the Sight of Death; but yet I ex- 
ed, that it would abate ſomewhat of his natural 
wacity, and reduce him to a more ſerious Turn 
of Mind ; however, neither the Apprehenſion of 
Pain and Agony, or the Thoughts of his ſpeedy 
Diſſolution ſeemed to give him any Uneaſineſs. 
This I do not offer by Way of Panegyrick on 
his Lordſhip's Intrepidity, nor do I preſume to 
cenſure a Conduct fo ſeemingly indifferent; I only 
take Notice of his particular Turn of Mind to apo-

FRIDAY, 


"Dn Friday the third of April, when the Warrant 

came down for his Execution, and the Gentleman 
told him he was ſorry to be the Meſſenger of ſuch 
bad News; his Lordſhip replied very chearful y, 
God's Will be done; and then taking him by the 
Hand, drank his Health, thanked him kindly for 
the Favour (as he called it), and aſſured him he 
was ſo well fatisfied with his Doom, that he would 
not change Stations with any Prince in Europe. 
His Lordſhip then ſat down with the Gentleman, 
drank part of a * Bottle of Wine with Wm and 
ſeemed very compoſed. . 

In the Evening he ſmoaked his Pipe, tioned 
ſome Circumſtances relating to his Trial, and was 
very chearful. About Ten o*'Clock he called for 
the Warders to undreſs him, and while they were 
taking off his Shoes, told them, he ſhould not give 
them that Trouble much longer, for that he was to 
take his Leave of this World f next Thurſday.

As his Lordſhip has been often branded with the Name of 
a Drunkard in the publick Papers, I maſt do ſo much Juſtice 
to his Memory, as to aſſure the Publick, that he never drank 
more than two Pints of Wine a Day during his whole Con- 
finement, and never any without Water ; and I have often 
heard his Lordſhip ſay, he was never drunk in his Life, It is 
true a conſiderable Quantity of Brandy and Rum was uſed every 
Night and Morning to bathe his Legs, which might probably 
give Birth to this Report ; for he never drank a Dram himſelf, 
unleſs he was indiſpoſed, and then he generally took a little 


burnt Brandy with Bitters. 5 
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The next Morning, which was Saturday, his 
Lordſhip: was informed of the Report that was 
raiſed of an Engine to be erected to take off his 
Head; at which he grew pleaſant, and ſaid, 17 
was a fine Contrivance ; for as his Neck was very 
ſhort, the Executioner «would be puzzled to find it out 
with his Aus; and if ſuch a Machine was made they 
might call it LoR D LovaT's Maipen. | 

He was very chearful all this Day, talked a good 
deal of his own Affairs, and among other Things 
ſaid; That he was concerned in all the Schemes that 
bad been formed for reſtoring the Royal Family, ſince 
be was fifteen Nears old; but that he never betrayed a 
private Man, or a publick Cauſe in his Life : That be 


never ſhed a Drop of Blood with his own Hand, nor 


ever ſtruck a Man, except one young Nobleman, whom 
he caned publickly for his Impertinence and Impiety. 


SUNDAY. 


On the next Morning, which was Sunday, he 
Toſe pretty early, and- behaved with his uſual 
Gaiety ; talked for ſome Time about his Family, 
and {hewed us the Copy of a Letter he had ſent 
to his Son, which I ſhall here inſert, becauſe it 
contains his Lordſhip's Sentiments of Religion, 
and a future State; and the Perſon who wrote it 
for him, aſſures me, it is an exact Copy of the

My dear Si Mo, 


Otwithſtanding my great Diſtreſs and 
Affliction you are always preſent with 
me, and I offer my Prayers to Heaven for you 
—— You ſee now by Experience, that this 
World is but Vanity of Vanities, and that —_ 
is no Truſt to be put in the Arm of Fleſh; 
ſee that God's Providence rules the World, * 
that no Man or Family but muſt yield to it, 
whether he will or not. Happy is the Man, 
that in all the croſs Accidents of this Life, ſub- 
mits himſelf to the Will and Providence of God, 
with ſincere Humility and Patience. It is the 
bleſſed Trinity, Father, Son, and holy Spirit, 
that can deliver you and me from our preſent 
melancholy Situation: We have provoked God 
by our Sins, which moſt certainly have brought 
thoſe Troubles upon us: I do ſincerely thank 
God for thoſe Troubles, becauſe they have 
brought me from the Way of Sin that I lived 
many Years in, to a Way of Repentance and 
Humiliation, and inſtructed me to follow my 
dear Saviour the Lord Jeſus Chriſt as I ought to 
do; I therefore, my dear Child, earneſtly Deg 
of you with the ſincere Heart of a tender

When the Man was gone, the Warder recollected 
that there was ſome burnt Brandy and Bitters left 
min a Bottle, which his Lordſhip had with him to 
Meſiminſter Hall, when on his Trial, and inform'd 
him of it. Tis very well, very well, Sir, ſays he, 
Pray take it in your Pocket, and give ne a. ſup if |

pen'd which ſurpriz d me His Lord- 
mip, who was eighty Years of age took up 4

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Upon Enquiry I was inform'd, that his Lordſlig 
never uſed any. I knew he did not in the Day- 
time, but I thought he cou'd not be able to ſee 
without their Aſſiſtance by Candle-light, This I 
* n might be owing to his Lordſhip's Manner 
of Living, as alſo was that Circumſtance of his 
never having the Head-Ach. I have obſerv'd al- 
ready that his Lordſhip was never drunk in his 
Life; and: he has often declared that he thought 
eating of Suppers was doing Violence to Nature, 
and committing a Sin againſt the Body. He ſel. 
dom took any Breakfaſt ; always made a very hear- 
ty Dinner, but never eat a Morſel for Supper. As 
his Lordſhip had a great Share of Learning, and 
ſpoke the Latin, French and Engliſh fluently, and 
ſome other modern Languages indifferently, we 
aſk' d his Lordſhip concerning his Education. He 
ſaid, he ſtudied ſome Years at Aberdeen, and diſ- 
ted his Philoſophy in Greek. From this Topic 
he went to Religion again, and aſſur'd us, that he 
was bred a Proteſtant, but going abroad and ha- 
ving ſome Diſputes with Father“ # # # , 
he found himſelf very much ſtagger'd in his Prin-

| That after this, he ſtudied Divinity and Contro- 
very three Years, and then turned Roman Catbolicł.

About nine o' Clock be deſir'd the Warders to 
undreſs him, and his Breeches, Shoes, and Stock- 
ings: being pull'd off, he ſtood before the Fire to 
warm him as uſual.

Not yet, 
ſays he, I will warm my Feet a little more firſt, 1 
think we have a very bad Fire, ſays the Warder.

Bad] for what, ſays my 
Lord, do you think. Im afraid of. an axe? Tis a 
Debt we all owe, and what we muſt all pay, and 
don't you think it better to go off in this Manner, 
than to linger with a Conſumption, Gout, Dropſy, 
Fever, &c.'tho* I muſt needs own, my Conſtitu- 
tion is ſo good, that I cou'd have liv'd twenty 
Years longer I believe, if I had not been call'd hi- 
ther. Here my Lord offer'd to put off his Coat 
and Waiſtcoat, and as it was his Cuſtom to pull 
them off by the Bed-ſide, the Warder reminded 
im of it. Good now, ſays my Lord, I had forgot 
at I was ſo far from the. Bed; but perhaps you 
bt | bave' forgot too, bad your head been to be cut 
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On this fatal Day his Lordſhip awak'd about 
Three Oo Clock in the Morning, and d moſt 
devoutly. At five he got up, called for a Glaſs of 
Wine and Water, according to his uſual Cuſtom, 
and ſeem'd ſtill as chearful as ever; then, being 
placed in his Chair, fat and read *till Seven, when 
he called for another Glaſs of Wine and Water. 
About Eight o' Clock he defir'd Mr. Sherrington, 
one of the Warders, to ſend his Wig, that the Bar- 
ber might have Time to comb it out in a genteel 

Manner. He then called for a Purſe to put his 
Money in for the Executioner, and deſir'd it might 
be a good one, Yeaſt the Gentleman - ſhould refuſe it. 

Mr. Southbey, one of his Lordſhip's Warders, I 

remember-brought him two Purſes, the one a green 

Silk. knit, and the other a yellow Canvaſs, but 

which his Lordſhip made choice of I really forget; 

However, it was a Purſe, as he obſerved, that no 

Man would diſhke with Ten Gutneas in it. 

. As his Lordſhip was now-within a few Hours of 

Death, and had behaved with ſuch ſurprizing Intre- 

pidity during his whole Confinement, I was the 

more particular in obſerving every little Incident 

that happen'd; But though he had a great Share of 

Memory and Underſtanding, and an awful Idea of 

Religion and a future State, I could never obſerve, 

in his Geſture or Speech, the leaſt Shadow of Fear, 

or indeed, any Symptoms of Uneaſineſs. His Be- 

haviour was all of a Piece, and he was the ſame fa- 

cetious Companion now, as he was before Sentence 

was paſsd againſt him. About half an Hour after 

Eight the Barber brought his Lordſhip's Wig, which 

not being powder'd ſo much as uſual, on Account 

of its being a rainy Day, he ſeem'd angry, and 5 
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That Ir went to the Block with Pleaſure, and if be had 


a St of Velvet embroider'd he would wear it on that 
crcaſſon. After this, he ſpoke to the Barber again a- 


bout his Principles, and told him his Notions were 
exttemely and ſingular; for the” Soul, ſaid he, is a .

"Time, on buried with the Body, than it can be annihi- 


lated entirely; and at the ſame Time ſmiled. 

Lord, ſaid the Barber, you'll ſee that. Yes,anfwer'd 
his Lordſhip, Ihope to be in Heaven by One o Clock, 
or I ſhould not be ſo merry now.

At Eleven the 
Sheriffs of London ſent a Meſſage to demand his Bo- 
dy, which being communicated to his Lordſhip, 
he deſired the Curtains might be drawn, and that 
the Gentlemen would retire for a few Minutes while 
he ſaid a Prayer, which Requeſt was immediately 
complied. wich; but in à little Time he called 2 
them again, ling, Im ready.

When his Lordſhip, had came e the Grſt Pair 
of Stairs, Generals ls iamſon invited him into his Room 
to reſt himfelf. On his firſt Entrance he paid his Re- 
ſpects to the Ladies with great Politeneſs, then to the 
ee. and talked very freely. 0 the General 
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ih the French Language, Whether he might bave the 
Honour to ſee his Lady, to return her his laſt Thanks 
for the Favours and Civilities he bad received. To 
"which the General anſwered in the ſame Tongue, 
. My Spouſe. is ſo greatly affetied with your Lordjhip's 
Mesfortunes, that ſbe cannot bear the Shock of ſeeing 
you at this Time, and begs to be excuſed. He then 
made his Addreſſes to all the Company, and ſet out; 
but going down Stairs, he complained of them, (the 
Stairs) and ſaid, they were very troubleſome to him. 
When he came to the Door, he bowed to the Peo- 
ple, and was then put into the Governor's: Coach, 
and carried to the outer Gate, where he was taken
